All his faults and 
failures are forgotten and only his 
virtuous successes remain. These 
are extolled to the skies.

TH IS Is partly due to the 
a1- 
mast Incurable awe of death in­ 
grained In the average man uud 
woman, partly to natural consider­ 
ation for the deceased's family and 
partly to the kindly desire not to 
recite impleasant truths when the 
cltlsen has ceased to live, It Is a 
commendable practice, provided the 
eulogies do not become hypocritical 
and absurd. Particularly. Is this so 
In the case or public men whose 
records and character, for the pur­ 
poses of history, it Is desirable to 
keep clear and straight. The eulo­ 
gies of the late President Roose­ 
velt In the week following his death 
reached 
heights 
of extrayagance 
heretofore unknown.

THI8 was natural enough. At the 
time of his death Mr. Roosevelt was 
easily the most outstanding man In 
the world. He had successfully led 
this nation In the greatest of all 
wars. He had some extraordinary 
dualities and a very great and de­ 
voted following. But. while the na­ 
tion united behind him in the war 
effort, more than 21.000.tKNt per­ 
sons voted against him In 1944 and 
a considerable number of those who 
voted for him did so because of the 
war and did not have a high opinion 
of him personally. Combined, these 
constituted close to half the nation 
and not many of them care even 
now to have forced upon them the 
extravagant 
estimate 
which t h e 
Roosevelt admirers Insist upon hav­ 
ing accepted. It seems no service 
to bls memory to continue this ex­ 
travagance or to averil* to the dis­ 
senters' motives of personal hate 
and political bitterness—or to re­ 
fer to them as ghouls.

Crowds of poeple were delayed 
at the Bristol P. R. R station last 
evening when the train service was 
Intermitted. 
Fifty Pennsylvania 
R a i l r o a d 
trains were halted or delayed, three 
i*hlladelphla trolley lines were tied 
up and acorea of homes In Frank­ 
ford were without electric power 
for varying periods late yesterday 
when a railroad static wire snapped 
and caused a series of short cir­ 
cuits. 
The static wire, located 9© feet 
above the railroad tracks, collapsed 
near Frankford and Glenwood ave­ 
nues. and fell across a Philadel­ 
phia Electric Co. wire running at 
right anglea at that point. 
In turn, the second wire broke 
and fell onto the railroad's over­ 
head wires, supplying current for 
electric 
locomotive*, 
and Ittirned 
them through. P. T. C, trolley wires 
and a ground 
cable 
were

thrown out of commission. 
In Its plunge, the static wire nar­ 
rowly missed the railroad's trans­ 
mission line. which carries 132.000 
volta.
